and do It well. 
There are c e rta in , 
things th a t can not be done by the 
states alone. 
Take the granting b f 
rights to private corporations for the 
use of water pom cr. 
I want the cor­ 
porations th at develop the power toj 
have ample reward for their enter-! 
prise, but I don’t want them to have 
a perpetual reward. 
I maut the term | 
of their contracts to be limited. Let) 
states have control 
of these things 
that are within state lines, let t h e 1 
national government 
have control j 
over those things that the 
states 
cannot control. 
I am for such a di-j 
vision of responsibility and power; 
as will best conserve the interests of 1 
the people as a whole.”

of legislation that will protect for-] 
ests, lands, mines and maters from J 
exploitation, and waste, and also pro ' 
vided th at the governors are to be | 
called together in the future for sim­ 
ilar conferences whenever the pres!-] 
dent thinks necessary.

The plumbers* 
union 
submitted 
twelve articles of agreement to the 
master plumbers to sign by today. 
Three articles the m aster plumbers 
asked modified and changed, but this 
the uniou men refuse to concede. The 
articles under question 
are. first, 
that after May lo. journeymen plum­ 
bers and steam fitters are to receive 
$4 per day of eight hours.
